English Church. 


TLo architecture of "Westminster ab- 


bey c'ates lack to a remote period, bnt 
leu,? before any part of the present 
"glorious piles" was in existence a Sax- 
on church stood upon the same spot. 
Many years before tho conquest the 
Sa-sou church was connected with a 
monastic body of the Benedictine order, 
tthich gave tho name Western monas- 
teiy, or Westminster, to its place of 
abode, to distinguish it from St. Paul's, 
in London, which was known as East 
Minster. 


Considered architecturally, the first 


chiuch here of which we have any au- 
thentic history was erected by Edward 
the Confessor and consecrated on Holy 
Innocents' day, 1065 
The greater part 


of the abbey wr.s built by Henry III in 
tho stylo known as early English The 
west front, with its grandly beautiful 
windows, belongs to tho fifteenth cen- 
tury, as does also tho completion of the 
nave and tlie aisles The extreme length 
of Westminster abbey is 511 feet, the 
width across the transepts is 203 feet 
aud tho width across tho aisles 70 feet; 
the height cl tho ioof is 103 feet 
I 


The fortunes of the abbey have tol- ' 


lowed and aro closely interwoven with 
those of the nation, and many, there- j 
foio, are its histoncal associations 
There the so% ereigns of England have 
been crowned over since tho conquest 
Tho coronation stone, brought from 
Scotland by Edward I, may still bo seen 
under the coronation chair used by 
Richaul II This chair has, ever since 
been occupied by English rulers during 
the coionation ceienionies 


Witlwn the •« alls of tho abbey the 


funerals of many crowned heads have 
taken place, aud sovereigns and mem- 
bers oi royal families have graves and 
tombs beneath its roof 
Oliver Crom- 


well never wore a crown, but his re- 
mains were deposited for a time in a 
vault beneath Henry VITs chapel -with 
pomp never surpassed by that of royalty. 


Tho south transept is known to the 


woild as the "poets' comer," because 
there, sleeping their last sleep, are 
Chaucer, Spenser, Ben Jonson, Cowley, 
Dryden, Beaumont, Addison and Ten- 
nyson and near by are monuments to 
Shakespeare, Milton, Isaac Watts, Gold- 
smith and Johnson. 


In the north transept are buried many 


renowned statesmen 
There he Pitt, 


Wilberforco, Fox, Peel, Canning and 
Palmciston 
Many eminent divines, i 


men of letters,, generals, admirals and 
other persons known to fame are bailed 
beneath tho marble pavement or have 
monuments by its pillars or on its his- 
toric walls —Philadelphia Times

As Commonly Used as Ever—Some Changes 


In Customs. 


Tho sleighbells used in this country 


aio made here, most of them m Con- 
necticut, and 
many sleighbells of 


American manufacture aro exported to 
Germany aud to Russia 
Sleighbells 


aio as cominnnly used as over whenever 
there is snow enough to make good 
sloighiug 
They may not be heard so 


much as formerly here in the city, 
trhero the snow is cleared away from 
many sheets and wheels cut np what is 
left, but np the stato and elsewhere the 
sleighbells jingle in winter just as mer 
rily as over 


There liavo been some changes in 


fleighbell customs 
Shaft bells and 


bells fixed on the saddle of the harness 
hnvo to some extent taken the place of 
tho old time string of bells on straps, 
but the strings of bells are still the 
moie commonly used Piobably a third 
of tho bell outfits sold nowadays are of 
the kind that fasten to shafts or tho 
saddle of tho harness and two-thirds 
aro strings of bells 
The bells exported 


are in about tho same proportions The 
bells attached to shafts and harness are 
open 
mouthed and provided with 


tongues 
Some shaft bells are made 


with all three in n set alike; oftener 
they are made in three sizes, forming a 
chime The three hells carried over the 
saddle of the harness are set in an orna- 
mental frame, which is supported by 
the saddle 


The sleighbells of the old, familiar 


kind, round, with balls inside, are at- 
tached to straps, as they have always 
been, to body stiaps encircling the 
horse's body, and to ueck straps 


Sloighbells are made ot bell metal, 


and they were never mado with such 
caro with n view to their sound produc- 
ing qualities, nor were they over so mu- 
sical, ns now 
The commoner kinds of 


Sloighbells tyro piodnced at a %eiy small 
cost, aud whole strings of bells are sold 
at prices that seem mai- tlously low. 
Shaft bells of the commouor kinds aro 
cheaper yet, and that accounts in some 
measure for the increased sales of shaft 
bells. 


Tho question bns often been asked, 


and us of tun answered, Eow does the 
ball get inside ot tho sloighbell? The 
question is hero again answered. Of 
course the ball itself is first cast 
It is 


then placed msido tho ball of sand that 
is to form the core of the mold in which 
the slcighbell is to be cast 
The mold 


is of tho form and size of the outside of 
the sleighbelL Tho core almost fills 
the interior of the mold, bnt not quite. 
There is left all around, between it and 
the mold, a little space Into this spnco 
tho molten metr.l is ponied, and when 
it hardens it is a hollow globe of metal, 
•filth the mold outside and tho core in- 
side 
When the sloighbell is taken 


from the mold, the sand of which the 
core is composed, having been dried out 
by the heat of the molten metal, can 
easily bo shaken out of tho bell through 
its narrow month, but the ball which 
has been placed in the sand before the 
bell was cast is bigger than the month 
of the bell that now suiionnds it, and 
co it !n« tn stav in —New York Sur_

WILL 
THK 
CARSON 
CLOSED? 


MINT 
BE 


The Secretary of the Treasury, who 


seems to have a mortal antipathy to 
silver and silver producing States, has 
recommended that the appropriation 
for tbe Carson Mint for the next flsoa 
year be reduced to $15,000 and that it 
be conducted as an assay office only 
That this recommendation will be ob- 
served to tho letter in Mr. Beed's 
branch of the National Legislature can 
scarcely admit of a doubt. It will 
therefore, devolve upon the Senate to 
prevent the virtual closing of the mint 
as reducing it to an assay office means 
but little more. Senators Stewart and 
Jones may succeed in getting the ap- 
propriation increased when it gets to 
the Senate, but it will require energy 
and influence to get the increased ap- 
propriation through Congress. 


The Carson Mint acquired an unen- 


viable reputation while it was under 
Republican management.: -Though it 
was conclusively established that over 
$75,000 of the public fanda had been 
stolen very many people, partisans of 
the thieves, endeavored to create the 
impression, that the guilty persons 
were martyrs in the cause of Republi- 
canism and were persecuted for polit- 
ical purposes. Now the Administra- 
tion and its henchmen in the House of 
Representatives, .while not disposed to 
assist Nevada or any other silver pro 
ducing State in any way, urge as a 
cause for closing the mint that the Re- 
publicans of this State cannot be en 
trusted with its management. 


The mint has been a boon to Carson 


and a great convenience to bullion pro- 
ducers throughout the State. At pres 
ent a miner sends a bur of bullion to 
the 
mint . and, within twenty-four 


hours, receives tbe value of the gold 
contained in the bulliou in. coin and 
the value of tbe silver which it con- 
tained in refined silver, which the 
owner can dispose of without further 
delay or expense of assaying at its 
market value. A doEen or more per- 
sons are employed and 
the wages 


which they receive are 
distributed 


among the business men of the City. 
If the mint is reduced to an assay off- 
ice it will ba of very little boneflt to 
Carson, as only a few persons will be 
employed and it will not be of very 
advantage to miners to have their much 
bullion assayed when they caunot dis- 
pose of it without shipping it else- 
where. 


This concerns the goldbugs as well 


as silver men aad as nothing can be 
done to change ths attitude of Secre- 
tary Gaga and tho House of Represent- 
atives toward Nevrtdn, all should do 
what they can Lo euoourage our Sen- 
ators in tbo fight which I key have lo 
make to get thp iniut KppruprUtiou 
increased,

Durrant was informed by hia father 


that the Supreme Court had decided 
against him in both appeal cases. The 
news did not seem to affect him one 
way or another and he evidently thinks 
that his end is not BO near as many be- 
lieve. He told hia father that he is not 
without hope and he believes the Lord 
will protect him. He is very anxious 
to see the Governor and wants a per- 
sonal interview with him and talk 
about his case. 


Mrs. Alice M, Hartley, who killed M. 


D. Foley here and was pardoned out of 
the State Prison, has enlisted ia the 
cause of Durraut. 
At the close of the 


•ervices in Emmanuel Church Sunday 
evening she dramatically declared that 
•he bad a message from heaven that 
Durrani's life should be saved and that 
it was the duty of the congregation to 
assist in saving him. 
What effect this 


message may have on the courts and 
the Governor remains to be seen, but 
most likely they will ignore it aad pro- 
ceed as if Mrs. Hartley bad nut re- 
ceived it.
